'Tf the American farmers of the 
Middle Western States who are emi- 
grating to the Northwest Territory 
and Alberta I 4 search of new .and fer¬ 
tile agricultural lands for settlement 
only knew the vast and varied agri¬ 
cultural possibilities of Alaska, they 
would go to that country instead,’' 
said Gov. John, Q, Brady, of Alaska. 
"WhUe Alaska continues practically 
unsettled and uneultlvated it is mp.st 
unfortunate for the United States that, 
our citizens should emigrate to Cana¬ 
da to settle, for Alaska to-day offers 
great opportunities for hardy and in¬ 
dustrious home seekers of the Ameri¬ 
can frontier class.” 

Gov. Brady talked muSh of the agri¬ 
cultural possibilities of the country of 
which he is the chief executive oflB- 
cer. For the last fifteen years he 
has had his owrf garden at Sitka and 
he takes much pride in the success 
which has uniformly attended his gar¬ 
dening operations. 

“We hope to be able to make a dis¬ 
play at St. Louis," said he, "which 
will do justice to the possibilities of 
the district, and if we are only able to 
do that we will open the eyes of the 
farmers of the Mississippi Valley with 
wonder. Emigrating farmers, Instead 
of leaving the United States by thou¬ 
sands every year, to go to Canada, will 
start going to Alaska in lai-ge num¬ 
bers Instead. - 

"There is no longer any question 
that all the hardier grains, grasses 
and vegetables can be grown Iff many 
parts of Alaska with both success and 
profit. The experiments which have 
been conducted in the district by the 
Agricultural Department and the ob¬ 
servations made by the department’s 
representatiyes leave no doubt as to 
the adaptability of large sections' of 
the district for agricultural operations. 
The department has been carrying on 
experiments In Alaska at, several 
widely separated points for five or 
six years, and the results achieved 
are astonishing, even to many of us 
who have lived in the district during 
all that period. At all of the half doz¬ 
en places where experiments haVe 
been conducted the different varieties 
of the hardier grains have been suc¬ 
cessfully grown and ripened each 
year, and this class of. experiments 
has been so successful at some of the 
stations that they have been discon¬ 
tinued and more doubtful .or diffl.cult 
problems taken up. 

“A great many Instances have ebme 
under, my observation from year to 
year which prove that both“farmlng 
and gardening can be ”succe¥sfully 
prosecuted in Alaska. Last year • a 
Mr, Swinehart, who lives at Forte Sel 
kirk on the Yukon River, almost, un 
der the. Arctic circle, raised eleven 
tons of potatoes on a small piece of 
ground. This spring he took nine 
tons of them to Dawson, where they 
sold for 15 cents a pound, or $300 a 
ton. The price was not considered 
unusual for that season of the year, 
as potatoes at that time were being 
brought into Dawson from Seattle, 
the last 400 mile.s of the journey be¬ 
ing made by sleds. Mr. Swinehart has 
raised hay at his place for several 
years and he never sells it for less' 
than $90 a ton. In piy own garden last 
year I raised potatoes of the finest 
quality and excellent size, and they 
kept well until some time after the 
new potatoes were large enough to 
eat this summer. 

“Three years ago last fall the 
schooner Laurada, Nome, bound from 
Seattle with fi cargo of horses, cattle' 
and sheep, was wrecked on St. 
George’s Island, one of the islands of 
the Pribilof group In the Behring Sea, 
some 200 miles north of the Aleutian 
chain. The men on board succeeded 
In getting, the animals ashore and 
they wintered there on wild grasses 
Without other food. The ■ following 
summer the sheep were taken away 
and some of the cattle became very 
fat and were butchered. The rest of 
the ‘ cattle and the horses are still 
there and have never, since they 
landed, had any other food than that 
Which they sought for themselves. 

“This is hut one of many similar, 
instances. Reports have come on the 
best of authority of horses turned 
loose in the fall by prospectors in the 
Interior who were out of forage, and 
living through the winter, or In some 
Instances for two or three of more 
winters, and becoming wild on the 
range.- The Russians brought speci¬ 
mens of small Russian cattle to the 
country years ago and descendants Of 
these are still to be seen at Afognik 
and other places, and in many cases 
they are permitted to secure their own 
food ■ through the winter seasons. 
Sheep on Kadiak island have winter¬ 
ed season after season on thO grass 
they could secure ,for themSolvea. 

“The action of Congresis last winter 
in oxteudifig the homestead laws to 
Alaska has done a great deaJI to pro¬ 
mote the agricultural development’ of 
the district. That action has already 
started a movement of hardy prospec¬ 
tive agriculturists Into the country, A 
number of farmers have gone into the 
Copper River country this Season 
with hor.scs, implements and supplies 
and are now raising crops for the sup¬ 
ply of tho mining camps In that re¬ 
gion, Many Scandinavians are set¬ 
tling In Alaska, and they seem espe¬ 
cially fitted to meet the conditions de¬ 
manded of farmers In that'latitude,"

New Standard for Butter. 

The stHiKlard recently !?otten out by 
the government specifies that butter 
shall contain not less than 82 1-2 per 
'cent, of butterfat. Renovated or pro¬ 
cess is that product from melting and 
•remarking butter without addition or 
use of chemicals or any substances ex¬ 
cept milk, cream or salt. There are 
’tnany people among the dairying, pro¬ 
cess and butterine interests who think 
lhat the decision will either prohibit 
coloring of butter or permit coloring 
t)f butterine. This question of color¬ 
ing is the sole point of contention be¬ 
tween the butter and butterine inter¬ 
ests, So far as we are concerned we 
would be lust as well pleased if col- 
bring matteif were shut out entirely 
trom all kinds of products. 


The Turkey Raiser Must Keep His 
Eyes Open. 

The common turkey is a native of 
North America. Its name arose from 
the confusion of the bird with the 
Guinea fowl, which is known as a na¬ 
tive of Turkey. There is no better 
place for keeping turkeys than a large, 
open shed. It should be so construct¬ 
ed as to protect the fowls from the in¬ 
clemency of the weather, and especial¬ 
ly from wet, which plays sad havoc 
With them. Have high perches, but do 
not neglect to make a broad ladder 
for them to walk up to roost. It miglit 
be asked why a ladder, when the tur¬ 
key in its wild state roosts on trees 
and other high places? When we fat¬ 
ten fowls in the domesticated state, 
they become heavier than when wild, 
and the weight is too much for the 
strength of their wings. While enjoy¬ 
ing their liberty, they take exercise 
which preserves them from “alder- 
manic proportions.” Avoid roosting on 
trees; many a flock has been wiped out 
of existence in consequence of this. 
There is no surer way to introduce 
roup among your fowls than in allow¬ 
ing this practice. 

The female begins to lay in spring. 
As a rule, she will make her nest in 
some obscure place, where she will 
drop an egg daily, or .every other day, 
until as high as twenty eggs are laid, 
according to the maturity of the bird. 
A turkey hen is a very persistent sit¬ 
ter, and will often half starve before 
she will leave the nest. If kept in the 
house all the morning, which is the 
time they lay, the possibility of hid¬ 
ing their eggs is avoided. In the sec¬ 
ond layings, the number of eggs rarely 
exceed thirteen. Incubation varies 
from twenty-eight to thirty-two days. 
Young turkey chicks should be remov¬ 
ed from'the nest shortly after they are 
hatched. 

In feeding poults about two or three 
months old, such boiled herbs a.s wild 
succory, turnip-tops, and 'cabbage 
sprouts, are suitable. Boiled potato 
skins and a few potatoes may be given, 
mixed with beans, oats, barley or buck¬ 
wheat, When six months old, boiled 
potatoes, mashed and mixed with 
meal, and fed fresh in a clean vessel, 
continued for about a month morning 
and evening, will develop a good 
weight, and fit them for the market. 
If the early market is to be met, do 
not'fail to keep the fowls a greater 
portion of their time m darkness, and 
curtail as much of their exercise as 
possilile. Turkey poults must be pro¬ 
tected against cold or damp weather, 
as well as intense sunshine. In case 
of rain, they should be housed at ouce. 
The turkey raiser must constantly 
keep his eyes open, and never neglect 
the slightest act of kindness or clean¬ 
liness. A great many turkeys die an¬ 
nually for want of these.

HOME POULTRY, 


Essentials in- Foods. 

There ■‘is'no single food which is 
perfect, or-’which contains all the de^ 
birable elements necessary for'produo- 
tion, for which reason corn as an ex¬ 
clusive diet will not give satisfactory 
results. There is but little lime in 
wheat or corn, and as lime is essential 
in the production of bone it is evident 
that young chicks will make but little 
growth when the larger portion of 
their food consists of corn and corn- 
meal. If clover, either green or cured, 
or skin-milk is fed with corn, more 
benefit will be derived from the com¬ 
bination than ■'from the grain only 
Animal food should also be allowed.

If you have not done 
this, another easy way to keep out 
rats is to put in a cement floor. If 
may cost a little more than fixing up 
the wooden floor, but it is safe against 
rats, and a wooden floor is not. If 
wire mesh is put in witli the cement 
when the floor i.s laid it will be all the 
better.

Gravel is valueless unless it is 
B.bar\p. As soon as the fowl rounds 
off a sharp substance in the gizzard, I 
it is voided; hence hens prefer sharp 
shells to round gravel. The reason | 
they eat more shells—or more sharp 
grit of any kind—when they are lay¬ 
ing is because more food is required 
and consequently there is better di-1 
gestion. If an egg has specks or 
'flakes of lime, on the shell it does not | 
imply that it is. diie^ to feeding oyster- 
shells, as the same thing occurs when 
no oyster-sliells. are given.' It may 
also be due .to the food. .Vs a rule 
such hens .-ire fat. Some kinds of 
gravel ‘are of limestone and of exact-' 
ly composition as oyster-shells.
